The aim of every 
orchid enthusiast is to get hold of an 
orchid that nobody else has. Sir Trevor 
has severa] times been offered big sums 
for his puny Faireanum, but nothing 
could induce him to part with it. 

Meanwhile India has been ransacked in 
vain by orchid hunters for other speci- 
mens of the plant. Scores of expeditions 
have gone in search of it. Not a few 
have ~cen lost in the periloug quest, But 
the Faireanum eluded everybody. The 
money that has been expended in abor- 
tive efforts to find it would represent a 
snug fortune, 

The Tibet expedition, which sought to 
open up the ¢orbidder land to the trade 

india, brought back specimeng .of 
pretty nearly; everything that could “be 
obtained in that grim region. One mem- 
ber of the mission, who was a botanist, 
Jiscovered a lot of orchids, which were 
sent to Calcutta. From thence two of 
them were dispatched to Kew gardens. 
One of them has just flowered, and ex- 
perts have pronounced it the long-sought 
and rediscovered Fairieanum. 

The Tibet find included over two hun- 
fred specimens of the plant. The bulk 
of them are now on their way to Lon- 
Jon. where they will be sold at auction 
In a few weeks. They wil] undoubtedly 
fetch good prices, but single specimens 
will-not sell for anything like the prices 
that would have been aid fqr them had 
there’ been. say, only half a dozen of 
them. It is rarity more than beauty that 
fetermines the value of orchids. Still, 
t is not ...ely that another consignment 
wil] be obtained from the native haunts 
of the plant for Many years, unless at 
should be found necessary to send an- 
sther expedition to Tibet to scare the 
Russian bogey.

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ORCHID SOUGHT FOR FIFTY 
YEARS. 
Habitat of the Rare and Beauti- 
fu} Cypripedium Fairieanum Dis- 
covered in Tibet. 
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the frightful risks and hardships they 
would meet in Tibet. 

It is not known that original Fairie- 
anums that startled the orchid world 
fifty years ago must have come from 
Tibet, though by what means they were 
obtained there ig no record. It was the 
natural assumption that they had come 
from the warm regions of India that 
led to the failure of the efforts made 
to cultivate them. The heat to which 
they were subjected killed them. It is 
probable that orchid growers will now 
be able to cultivate them. with success. 
Anyhow, Sir Trevor Lawence will. be 
deprived of his long cherished distinction 
for some time to come at least.

Smyth Piggott, who professes to 
be the Messiah once more incarnate on 
earth, bas to conform to the laws of the 
country, the outside world would have 
learned nothing of the birth of his son, 
for whom divinity is also claimed. If 
Piggott had. concealed the occurrence he 
would have run the risk of prosecution, 
in which event nothing ghort of a mira- 
ele would have saved him from pun- 
ishment. Miracles are not in his line— 
he has found that he can gull people 
without them—and so, to escape trouble 
with the legal authhorities, he has had 
the birth registered. In that way the 
secret has leaked out and incidentally a 
scandia] that would have caused Pig- 
gott’s expulsion from any community 
less credulous than the Agapemomites. 
But the greater the demands -their lead- 
er makes on their faith, the deeper be- 
comes their veneration for him, and 
the proof he has given that he is one 
of the vilest of impostors will, in all 
probability, merely raise him higher 
in their esteem. — 

Two Years of Divinity Claims. 

It is now over two years since Pig- 
gott announced that he was the Mes- 
siah. The declaration was made at the 
“Ark of the Covenant,” the. picturesque 
little church at Clapton, in London, 
where the Agapemonites in the metrop- 
olis were wont to assemble for worship. 
‘T am,” he. sald, ‘that Lord Jesus 
Christ who died and rose again and as< 
cended into heaven. I am that Lord 
Jesus come again in my own’ body to 
save those who come to me from death 
and judgment. I am he that liveth and 
behold I am alive forever more!” 

The congregation, composed for the 
most part of respectable and well-to-do 
people, accepted this statement as gos- 
pel truth and received it with ecstasy. 
Piggott arranged for a “‘transfiguration’’ 
and a few other things to prove that he 
‘was possessed of divine power. But they 
never came off. The Clapt6én populace 
mobbed him and before the .storrm. of 
execration he fled to the 
Love,” the beautiful retreat of the 
elect established by the founder of the 
sect, Brother Prince, at Spaxton, in 
Somersetshire. It Hes amid a smilling 
land of green fields and shady trees. 
Walls twelve feet high, fringed with 
broken glass end fron sptkes screen the 
grounds from observation and keep skep- 
tics at bay.. The house ts a country 
mansion, fair and spacious and beauti- 
fully furnished, for it ifs not part of the 
Agapemonites creed that earthly perfec- 


tion ig attained by the practice of as-. 


ceticism. Adjoining the house, and at 
Tight angles to it, is the chapel where 
strange rites are performed and the re- 
incarnated Messiah worshipped. From 
the back of the house stretches a vel- 
vety lawn studded by noble cedar trees. 
Beyond that and forming part of the 
Agapemonites’ domain, is a vinery and 
orchard. Part of the grounds are laid 
out for croquet and tennis. 

In the “Abode of Love’ there is neith- 
er mafriage nor giving in marriage and 
the inmates are supposed to. dwell to- 
gether in an atmosphere of spiritual 
comradeship and platonic affettion, 
Three men and sixty. women live there, 
and most:of the women are young and 
handsome. But most beautiful of ‘all is 
Ruth | Preece—‘“‘Sister’”’ Ruth, she is 
called—a tail and stately creature of 
about four and twenty, with a fine fig- 
ure and a head crowned by a wealth of 
auburn hair. She is the daughter of a 
London stock exchange broker who died 
a few years ago, leaving a widow and 
three daughters in comfortable *but* not 
affluent circumstances. The family 
lived at Clapton and Ruth attached her- 
self to a mission of the Wesleyah church 
and did much’ genuine geod work 
among the aged poor, sick and infirm. 
One evening she went out’ of curtosity 
to a meeting at the Ark of the’ Cove- 
nant and fell under Piggott’s spell. She 
threw up her connection with the Wes- 
leyan body and adopted the more gen- 
sational cult. In vain her mother and 
sisters pleaded with her to aabandon it 
She said she had received a “call” and 


nothing would induce her to turn back. 
His Sister His Spiritual Aide. 


When Piggott left Clapton, among 
those who followed him to the Abode of 
Love was Sister Ruth. She was pro- 
claimed his ‘‘spfritual bride” a form of 
matrimony which, according to the self- 
styled messiah. needs no’ performance 
of the marriage rites to sanction It. 
Besides the existence of a legal Mrs. 
Piggott presented obstacles to -anyfTiing 
of that sort. It would have rendered 
him lable -to prosecution for bigamy. 
In taking a spiritual bride Piggott was 
merely following the example of Brother 
Prince, who had as hig spiritual better 
half a beautiful girl kttown as “Sister 
Zoe.’ Her presence in the Abode of 
Love aroused no little indignation among 
the British public thirty years ago, but 
there was no such scandalous gequel. as 
that which has followed Piggott’s spir- 
itual alliance.’ 

A few days ago the Rridgewater dis- 
trict registrar, Mr. White, receiv@l a 
message to the effect that he was want- 
ed in a hurry at the Abode of Love. 
He drove to the place, which is some 
six miles from town. The Woman who 
opened the door to him told him that 
he was “about to be admitted to the 
presence of the Almighty.” Mr. White 
followed her into the chapel. Here he 
found some forty women gazing with 
expressions of wrapt devotion at a 
couch on which reclined a beautiful 
woman—Sister Ruth—clad in costly cling- 
ing garments. At the foot of the couch 
knelt a woman holding a bouncing boy 
baby, dressed in snowy white. It was 
the ‘‘divinity’’ whom he had. been sam- 
moned in such haste to record on the 
official census papers of Somersetshire. 
Besides himself, Piggott and his secre- 
tary were the only men p¥fesent. Pig- 


gott said he was the father of the child, | 


and his name was so. entered. The 
name of the mother wags given as Ruth 
Anne Preece. The name of the child 
was recorded as Glory Piggott. It is 
hardly a name to conjure with, but 
Faith gets a heap of things—including 
a sense of humor. And no doubt the 
Agapemonites will in due time recognize 
Glory’ Piggott’s hereditary claim to the 
messiahship. After the official part of 
the business was over, the registrar was 
invited to remain and witness the 
christening ceremony, which took the 
form of an elaborate glorification of the 
little stranger. Apparently he ig re 
garded with as much reverence by the 
strange sect as is his father, though 
what particular place he takes among 
their divinities no one knows. 
Plenty of Money. 

Piggott is abundantly sapplied with 
money. The Abode of Love is not en- 
tered by the gate of faith alone. Tradi- 
tion has it that the wily Brother Prince, 
who established it, laid the foundations 
of success on. the fortunes of two 
wealthy old women. Those who. take 
up their residence there must conform 


| 


to the same rule. The disciple flings 
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“Abode. of | 
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his or her wealth into the common 
coffer and the place affords substantial 


‘evidence that many thousands of pounds 


have been brought*in by the devotees— 
most of them ‘women. 

The advent of the baby has caused a 
great sensation among the sect. They 
have been flocking to Spaxton in such 
numbers that the generous accommoda- 
tions of the Abode have been insuffi- 
cient for them, and they have had to 
content themselves with far humbler 
lodgings among the villagers. They all 
appear to be people of means. Piggott! 
does not seek converts among the poor 


{and lowly. Undoubtedly he is a man of 


strong personality. He is a university 
graduate, and before|\he took holy or- 
ders had been at various times a cattle 
driver’ a @mgmnan, 2 coffee nlantes and 
@ soldier. Among hig other accomplish- 
ments he ig a first-rate boxer. His 
reputation keeps him virtually @ prison- 
Love, where he 
lives ig an atmosphere ‘of effeminacy 
almost.eastern in its luxury. He is still 
a young-looking man, with plercing, 
black eyes, rendered alj the more con- 
spicuous by the pailor of his features

TO BE USED 
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FOR GARDENS 


ONDON, September [{6—(From a 
[sex Correspondent.)—Chief. among 

the object, aimed at.by the ‘“‘Coun- 
try. in Town" « exhibition conference 
shortly to be held in London is the 
starting of a movement for utilizing 
vacant building sites as farm and mar- 
ket gardens, as is done ip Philadelphia 
and"some. other big American cities. 
One ofthe leading promoters’ of the 
scheme is the veteran cooperator, E. O. 
Greening. In conversation with your 
correspondent he frankly acknowledged 
that it wag the “‘splendid example of 
Philadelphia” which had prompted him 
and his associates to agitate for the 
adoption of similar methods here. 

“The facts and figures which we have 
collected,”” he said, ‘show that the 
‘potato patch’ scheme as Philadelphians 
good naturedly call it, has been emi- 
nently successful. During the first five 
years the plan was in operation in 
Philadelphia the public had to subscribe 
only $15,000, while the workers bene- 

ted to the extent of nearly $85,000. It 
has been proved that it pays and does 
not pauperize. And this demonstration 
will be of great value to us in appeal- 
ing to the praatical mimded British pub- 
Me who are prone to be skeptical about 
untried experiments. 

“We cite the results achieved in Phil- 
adelphia as proof that no bit of vacant 
land need be wasted. The waste that 
has thus occurred in the past is sad to 
contemplate. There are always a-large 
number of vacant building plots in 
London, and many of them stand vacant 
for years. I have known large areas 
in Deptford remain in a desert condi- 
tion for twenty years. All that time a 
crowded population of working men and 
women were cooped up in the little 
streets around, sighing for a bit of gar- 
den. On the Isle of Dogs a great dis- 
trict lay waste for. years. Even in Par- 
liament street the site now being cov- 


ered by the new war office lay waste 
so long that an exploring botanist found 
there no less than sixty varieties of 
wild. flowers, grasses and weeds. All 
these had time to establish. themselves 
inside the forbidding palings which shut 
out the public. Clearly what is. Wanted 
{i san association which can bring the 
principle of cooperation or insurance to 
bear on such cases. When the land is 
wanted back’ such an association could 
arrange a little compensation for the 
allotment holders who happen to be dis- 
possessed. I hope to see the ‘Country

“It is not our purpose,’”’ added Mr. 
Greening, “‘to work on exactly the same 
lines in this matter as is done in Phil- 
—— Our object is to make use 
'of vacant sites in London not so much 
for the unemployed as for the man in 
work who. could cultivate his plot in 
the evening. So far as the unemployed 
are concerned, Mr. Fels, who was ag 
sociated with the Philadelphia scheme in 
its earlier stages, hag already intro- 
duced the principle of farm colonies into 
this country.” 

But if in this part of its work the 
“Country in Town’’ conference will fol- 
low an American example, in other 
features of its work it wil] set an ex- 
ample which some American cities might 
well follow. It praposes to popularize 
horticulture among the poor and gardens 
in the slums. 

“Almost everything that can be grown 
in the country can be grown in London, 
and in the slums of London, too,” said 
Mr. Greening. “We aim at showing not 
only what the back yards of London 
can grow, but what the window boxes. 
the roofs and the very house walis of 
London can grow. With proper care, 
flowers of the prettiest kind can be cul- 
tivated almost anywhere in London. By 
making this widely known, showing how 
it can be done, encouraging those who 
do it, utilizing every available space, 
including temporary clearances, we might 
in time make London itself a veritable

How Business Grows in Cuba. 


The Royal bank of Canada opened its 
first branch here in 1!899, and it has 
since absorbeg two of the large Spanisc 
banks and established a branch at Cama- 
guey, in .the heart of the island. Tho 
National bank was opéned for business 
only three and a half years ago, Witn 
at: authorized capital of $6,000,000 and 
$1,000,000 paid in. It has now now 6,- 
000 depositors, with more than $9,000,- 
000 deposits, showing a gain over last 
year of $3,000,000, and of 2,600 in tne 
number of depositors. This bank has 
increased its paid-up capital to $3,000.- 
000, and it proposes to issue up to the 
total amount of $5,000,000 at an early 
date. Its managers tell me they expect 
their deposits will double within the 
next year, ang they say fat the finan- 
cial business of Cuba is increasing %Y 
leaps and. bounds. 

The National bank, like the Royal 
bank, will have a central head at Ha- 
vana, with branches all over the island 
It has already ten branch banks in thé 
different cities, and it will soon increase 
these to fifteen. This bank was chosen 
as the depository of the Cuban funds 
when General Wood was governor; an‘ 
it may still be called the goyernment 
bank of Cuba, its title being “‘“E) Banco 
racional.”’ 

Three Millions in Sight. 

1 had a fetter from Mr. Filather, the 
cashier of Riggs national bank, at Wash- 
ington, to the managers of the national 
bank, and upon presenting it I asked to be 
shown over the establishment. This was 
done, even to the vault, where I saw 
what would be a rather surprising sight 
in almost any bank of the United States, 
The vault is as big as a hall bed room 
and is walled with pigeon holes and 
shelves. These were filled with green- 
packs and yellowbacks, in the good money 
of our own Uncle Sam.

There Was a 
million and a half dollars’ worth of gold 
on the floor of that vault, and fts con- 
tents altogether amounted to more than 
$3,000,000.

Banking in Cuba. 


While I was in El Blanco Nacional 1 
met Mr. Samuel M. Jarvis, of New York, 
one of the vice presidents of the bank, 
who is temporarily stopping in Cuba 
looking after his large interests here, and 
asked him to tell me something about 
banking conditions. Said he: 

“Cuba has a curious history as regards 
banking. Before the war the chief finan- 
cia] institution was the Bank of Spain, 
which had its branches scattered over the 
island, with a central office at Havana 
This bank was the fiscal agent of the 
government. It issued government notes, 
collected the taxes, and also did a gen- 
eral banking business. It not only issued 
notes, but at times it compellegd the mer- 
chants to take them to such an extent 
thatits notes are now worth only 4 to 5 
cents om the qollar. Such transactions 
brought banking into bad repute, and for 
a time after the war the people were 
afraid to trust their money to any bank. 
I know of men who had payments of 
from one hundred to one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars to .make, who 
brought the money in gold coin in bags 
to their creditors and counted it over. 
They had no depositories and they would 
not trust to checks or drafts. At that 
time the ‘merchants acted largely as 
the bankers, and there were also private 
banks. Such still exist. 

“Today this distrust has largely dis- 
appeared. We have already about six 
thousand open accounts and the govern. 
ment payments of the thirty-five-million- 
dollar loan to the soldiers are largely in 
checks upon us. The people often hold 
such checks for months before: cashing 
them, showing that they have an implic- 
it faith in thelr value.” 

Cuban Stocks and Bonds. 

“What is the condition of Cuba finan- 
clally ?’’ 

‘It is excellent,” replied Mr. Jarviaz, 
‘and it will continue to improve. The 
government is safe and its relation to the 
United States fs such that in case of a 
revolution, which I do not think possible, 
the island would probably be taken over 
by the United States. This would make 
all Cuban securities more valuable than 
ever.” 

“How do you regard Cuban bonds”’ 

“I consider them a_ gilt-edge invest. 
ment. They will pay them interest right 
along.” 

“What is the condition of Cuban rail- 
roads?” I asked. 

“Very good. They are all making mon- 
sy, except the new road built by Sir 
William Van Horne. That is in the fn- 
fancy of its development, and it will 
probably be sometime before it pays div- 
idends.,”’ 

“Is not the Cuban government going 
too heavily into debt?’ 

“I think not,” was the reply. ‘The 
thirty-five million doliar loan. made 
through the Speyers, and the other loans 
contemplated, necessitate an  interes+ 
charge of only two or three million dol- 
lars a year. Tihis is nothing for Cuba. 
Before the war the Spaniards issued 
loans based upon Cuba which included an 
interest charge of fourteen million dol- 
lars @ year. Cuba paid that money with- 
out trouble in her then bad condition, 
and she certainly can handle her sma]}] 
indebtedness of the present. 

“Our people do not understand this 
country,"’ continued Mr Jarvis. “They 
don’t know it as the Europeans do, The

Electric Railroads in Cuba. 

I talked at length the other day with 
Senor Manuel Luciano Diaz, formerly 
secretary of agriculture and public works, 
about Havana’s electric railway system

me that there are already 60 miles of 
road in operation. and that 120 miles 
more will be constructed in the neasz 
future. The first electric car on the 
island was run only four years ago and 
the gross earnings of the roads last 
year were more than a million and « 
half dollars. So far nearly all the roll- 
ing stock has been bought from the 
United States, but the company has 


struct its cars here. The Havana elec- 


tended throughout Cuba and they will 
probably form one of the most profit- 
able industries of the island. At present 
these roads have assets of about $2!,- 
000,000 and their stock is listed on the 
New York stock exchange.. They are 
largely owned by Americans. 

During my: talk with Mr. Diaz he 
said that an enormous amount of money 
is coming into Cuba, and that the 
American investments already amoung to 
more than one hundred and fifty million 
dollars. 

Do Cubans Like Americans? 

I asked whether Americans were wel- 
comed by the Cubans. Mr, Diaz replied: 

“The better classes of our people are 
amxious to have Americans come here 
and they welcome American capital. 
They realize that Cuba and the United 
States must be closely connected com- 
mercially and industrially, ana teat 
Americans more than any others can aid 
them in the development of their prop- 
erty. The very lowest classes, I mean 
the negroes and mulattoes, may have 
some objections to American immigra- 
tion. They realize rév~ the negro is re- 
garded in America, and fear they may 
not be so well treated by the Americans 
as they are by the Cubans.’ 

“Speaking of this feeling,’’ said Mr. 
Diaz, ‘‘some of your Own: people have 
@ queer idea of the native Cuban. They 
seem to think he is a savage or a ne- 
gro. An exhibition of this feeling oc- 
curred while I was at the world’s fair, 
where I had to do with the Cuban ex- 
hibit. I was sitting in our pavilion when 
a party of Americans who had just 
visited the Filipino village came in. They 
had watched your half naked cousins 
in their straw huts, and had’ noticed 
their color and light attire, As they came 
into the pavilion one of them asaid to 
me: ‘I want to see a real Cuban.’ 
Whereupon I pointed to one of our com- 
missioners, a fair-faced, rosy-cheeked 


sald: ‘There is one.’ The man replied: 
‘Why, that man looks and dresses just 
like an American.’ I could hardly make 
him believe that we Cubans are not like 
the savages of the mountains of Luzon.” 
The Cubans Versus the Spaniards. 

Speaking of the feeling of the Cubans 
toward us, I belleve Secretary Diaz is 
right. The lowest classes do not care for 
Americans. They are nevertheless very 
polite and will go out of their way, to 
please. Those who hate us most are the 
Spaniards. There aré many of them still 
in Cuba and they have a great part in 
the business of the island. Some are mil- 
lionaires and not a few have large mer- 
cantile establishments. These Spaniards 
are thrifty. They deal on a close margin 
and buy as little as possible from the 
United States. They secretly fight the 
Americans and do everything they can 
to obstruct our trade. The conditions 
just now are in their favor, the tariff 
regulations favoring Spain rather than 
the Untted States. The duty on textiles 
is such that fine cotton goods cost al- 
most as much ae HMnens. The result its 
that people buy linens of Europe when 
they should buy cotton of us. Some of 
the strongest houses in Havana are 
Spanish. This is especially so of the big 
wholesale establishments, many of which 
do a general] banking business. A number 
of the big sugar plantations are owned 
by Spaniards and the Spaniards have 
vast tracts of valuable lands. 

Talks’ on American Trade. 

I met in Havana Mr. Barton, of Reed 
& Barton, the silver merchants of New 
York, and asked him about our trade 
with Wuba. He replied: 

“We are selling more goods to Cuba 
than ever before. Cuban merchants go to 
Europe by way of New York, and they 
usually leave orders there, This is s0 
with machinery, leather goods, furni- 
ture, shoes and all kinds of notions. The 
taste of these people has been educated 
to European goods, but it is rapidly 
changing to American goods. The chief 
obstacles to the increase of American 
trade He in the credit system. The 
European wholesaler is willing to wait, 
and as the Cuban wholesale merchant 
sellg on time, he wants sixty, ninety or 
even six months’ credit. He will pay 
good interest rates, but he must have the 
time. The American on the other hand 
wants cash with the order, and for this 
reason loses the fade.” 

“Do the Cubans pay their debts?” 

“Yes, most of the houses here are as 
old and well estabNshed as any in the 
United States. I would trust my Cuban 
customers as soon as any J sell to at 
home. These people think it a disgrace to 
fail In business and we have as a rule 
but few losses.” 

“Do the Cubans buy much eilverware?’

Rome, September {6.—There has been 
of late much perturbation in Rome as 
to the high rents paid for flats in the 
capital. Things now seem to have reach- 
ed a climax, and the intervention of the 
government is solicited in order to bring 
matterg to some solution suitable both to 
landlords and to tenants. 

The population of Rome hag almost 


is now nearly half a million. This fact, 
and the great number of priests, friars, 
and nuns who have flocked to Rome after 
the suppression of the congregations in 
France are the cause of a scarcity of 
flats, and small apartments of four or 
five rooms and a kitchen, which untill a 
few years ago could be hired at about 
£1! {28 a month, now cannot be secured 
under £3. 

A local paper describes how the Plazza 
de Cerchi, where the vegetable and fruit 
market is held, hag been chanegd into a 
vast camp, where hundreds of people 
turned out of thelr houses on account of 
demolition or of inorease of rent bivouac. 

Some of the less poor are provided with 
a sort of tent made of colored cotton 
blankets or of sheets kept together by 
ropes drawn between wooden posts, 

A few of the homeless have transferred 
al] their belongings to thelr impromptu 
lodgings, where are mixed up dirty rags, 
rusty saucepans, broken plates, chairs 
with three legs, and perhaps one or two 
straw mattresses, on which a family of 
five or six sleep or lie during the night:

London, September !6.—There are no 
more persistent watcherg for King Ed- 
ward’s daily appearance at Marienbad 
than the represntatives of certain French 
and Austrian tailoring firms. His 
majesty serves as a mode] for some of 
the best Paris and Vienna houses, both 
cities claiming to set fashions in men’s 
attire, though in this matter they are 
obviously a long way behind London.

THE UNDERFED CHILD. 


Predominant Importance of This 
Phase of the Social Problem. 


(Robert Hunter in The Reader.) 

The problem of the underfed chiid is but 
one of the many social problems, yet it 
is almost as important as all the others 
combined, It means in its essence the 
breeding of a class of citizens who must 
be partially or wholly dependent, for the 
reason that their physica]. underdevelop- 
ment precludes efficiency in the work 
which they are to do. When one goes 
through the slums of London and Liver- 


pool one is invariably impressed with: the | 


fact that the people one sees there are 
to remain dependents, drunkards, beggars 
and defectives. It ig not possible to hope 
that the individuals one sees about one 
are ever to master and overcome the ob- 
stacles which confront them. They are 
bound, it would seem, to remain in the 
hel] of misery in which they live, and 
no possible way seems open for pulling or 
pushing them into the independent and 
self-reliant class of workers. And yet, in 
eontrast to the despair which must be 
with us as we attempt to meet the prob-

But the footman pointed out 
that it was against the rules of the 
duke’s establishment to accept gratui- 
ties “in: money.”’ 

That seemed to suggest a way of get- 
ting round the rule, The next day va- 
rious articles of jewelry reached the 
steward from London with a request that 
they be distributed among the staff at 
his discretion. The leaders of the party 
were Edmund H. Abbott, of New York, 
and Alexander Cattanach, of Salem, 
Mass., and both had Introductions from 
Sir Thomas Lipton. The duke and 
duchess were not in residence at Chats- 
worth at the time of the visit, but the 
latter sent one of her maids specially up 
from London to look after the ladies. 
The beauties of Matlock, Buxton and 
Bakewell were full explored before they 
returned to town.

Breslau, September !6.—Dr. Kohn, the 
famous expert in eye diseases, corrobo- 
rated the statement of the Russian au- 
thority, Professor Belliarminoff, regard- 
ing the efficacy of radium in curing 
Beyptian eye disease.

Battle Between the Apaches of Paris and the Metronrolitan Police. 
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by frightened shop keepers, attempted 
to eeparate them. Then what always 
happens happened. The thugs quit their 
internecine mix-up and made common 
cause against the ‘‘agents.”’ 


Police Too Humane. 

One of the explanations of the insolent 
daring of these fellows is found in a 
too humane standing police order. While 
the toughs use knives and pistols freely, 
the police may draw thelr arms only in 
the last extremity; and even then they 
often hesitate, fearing to thear the next 
morning a veritable howl set up in the 
socialist newspapers, not to speak of the 
‘extreme left’ of the chamber of depu- 
tiles, where there are such loud-voiced 
enemies of all authority tHat Americans 
would gasp to hear them. 

Thus it happened that for a full hour 
the Place de la Bastille in central Paris 
was a bloody battle ground on which the 
police did the bleeding. From a dozen 
tough bars there came ceinforcements to 
the “Apaches,” as they have oome to be 
named. ‘Tifey fight with knockle-dusters, 
called “American fists,’’ with legs broken 
from wine shop tables, with Ddlackjacks 
and leaded cines. But obiefly they fight 
with the sharp thin knife known as the 
“surin,’’ which they handle in a ripping 
movement that is simply sickening. 

An Amercan darky, stranded in Paris, 
who saw the battle from the window of a 
wing shop where he was working, quit 
that day, without asking for his wages. 
“Dahs too sporty foh Dan,” he confided 
to me: “why, dah kicks ‘em in dah groin 
wid dah bfg boots an’ tramp on dah haid 
an’ dah shoot and slash simply scand- 
lous|"’ 

Certainly French street fighting knows 
no fair play; and kicking is a part of 
French boxing; but what most troubles 
the police ds the very recent advent of 
the revolver. Of the eight original po- 
licemen, six were finally carried to the 
nearby St. Antoine hospital, all with 
bullets somewhere in them; and the bat- 
tle would have ended dn the triumph of 
the “‘rodeurs’’ had not plain clothes men. 
policemen off service, detective inspectors, 
soldiers, firemen and two veritable giants, 
Souliard and Prodhon, from the La Rou- 
quette commissariat of police, come tc 
thelr rescue, Nine wounded Apaches were 
teft on the ground Dy the fleeing bands. 

Should a battle half this size take place 
in the streets of New York, the newspa- 
pers of all Europe would ring with the 
news. Here the incident is already for- 
gotten. One of ithe reasons is because 
there is a new incident of the kind every 
day. What would you think of a rescue 
with revolvers at $3 o’clock in the after- 
noon in the rue de Navarin? 

Thugs Turn Tables. 

The rue de Navarin is in the respec- 
table north center of Paris, not far from 
the square of the Trinity, and the Ca- 
sino de Paris, so. well known to Ameri- 
cans. But it is also an artery leading 
to the Bowery district of Montmartre; 
and in one of its wine shops a detec- 
tive named Gallet alded by an inspector 
named Suinat managed to arrest and 
handcuff ’a much-wanted young thug. 
They were starting him off cheerfully 
for the station house, when toughs of 
both sexes gathered round them as by 
magic. Gallet was knocked senseless 
with a leaded cane, and Suinat was shot 
in the chest; and here is a detail that 
caps the climax: They actually seatch- 
ed the pockets of the inspectors for the 
key to the handcuffs, found it, and un- 
locked the laughing prisoner before the 
police could arrive on the spot! 

Now, you know how it comes about 
fhat nearly every young Parisian of my 
acquaintance carries a revolver. New- 
comers in Paris think they know better, 
and scoff at the precaution; but 1 can 
give you an example of something 
stronger. Paris is the one great city

“The Timon Conmipany, of which Wil- 
liam 8S. Albers is the manager, ts fo- 
cated at Jalapa, Segovio, near the bor- 
der of Honduras. This corporation - ts 
engaged in gold and silver mifing and 
in raising wheat. and tobacco, and has 
made quite “large investments in: good 
faith. 

“It appears that in March, 1905, a com- 
pany of armed men, led by one claiming 
to be a HMeutenant in the Nicaraguan 
army, and alleging that they were sent 
by the ‘government tobacco syndicate, 
demanded of Albers that he permit them

| represented.

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to enter and carry away his stock of to- 
bacco under seizure. 

“Albers replied that he had-no contra- 
band tobacco; that he obeyed the law, 
and that he paid the government in full; 
that he held regular official receipt for 
all tobacco in his stores. 

“He furthermore said that the first 
man who tried to enter this door would 
be shot, but that he would permit the 
lieutenant to go through with one man 
and inspect the tobacco in order that his 
assertions might be proved. This was 


done, and no contraband tobacco was 
found. 


Charges Against Albers. 


“Following the search of the Limon 
the executive at 


any one 
holding tobacco fn stock should obtain 
a permit; and that Should he fail to do 
this his tobacco would be confiscated, 
whereupon several Americans holding to- 
bacco applied for permits, and were re- 
fuseg them. 

“These American holders thereupon ar- 
ranged toa sell their tobacco to the syn- 
dicate, with the exception of. Albers, 
But the treatment received from Albers, 
who had in his place American em- 
ployees, who could have enforced hig 
threats if necessary, caused the syndi- 
cate managers to misrepresent and ex- 
aggerate the actions of Albers when they 
reported it to the president. 

“As a result, charges of resistance to 
authority and violent abuse of the. ex- 
ecutive ¢which is a serious offense 'n 
many Latin-American countries), were 
made at the cour. of the district, sit- 
uated at Ocotal. 

“Judicial warrants for arrests were 
issued, ang both the Albers were taxen 
into custody at Jalapa, while peaceaDly 
walking the street near their place ol 
businéss. They were taken to Ocotal, 
where, as far as is now known to meé: 
they are held in custody pending tne 
verdict of the court which, {it may safely 
assume, will convict them.”

Nashville, Memphis, New 
Louisvifle, Charleston, Savannah and 
‘Richmond al] have good schools, fine 
exhibitions and very fair museum col- 
lections. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that al- 
though abreast of the times in almost 
every line of human eygdeavor, the spirit 
of art here still lies dormant. There is 
no evidence of an appreciation of art 
either in the public buildings and the 
pictures they contain, or in many of the 
best apointed homes, where there is every 
Other sign of progress and prosperity. 

The idea in the minds of some that the 
development of the artistic spirit and 
contributions to warrant expression of it 
in the line of civic improvements would 
be impractical in the management of 
the growing municipality, is contrary to 
tlee facts that history has for all time 
proven, the greatest American philoso- 
pher having truly said that “the artist's 
pen or chisel seems to have been held and 
guided by a gigantic Sand to inscribe @ 
line in the history of the human race.’’ 

The commercial spirit of a community, 
city or country is marked by its expres- 
sion of art, this expression coming to 
mark the degree of civilization for which 
the people of these centers stand, for 
again, to quote from the same master of 
thought, “no man can quite emancipate 
himself from hig age and country, or pro- 
duce a model in which the education, 
the religion, the politics, usages and arts 
of his times shall have no share.” 

The potency of art as an influence upon 
the life of a nation or a people is a 
theme upon which not only artists and 
writers of art have. given assiduous 
study, but the masters of thought from 
the earliest time have apparently felt 
that their life’s work was incomplete un- 
til ghey inscribed something that would 
perpetuate their appreciation of what art 
meant to humanity. : 

Of the later day Writers, probably none 
have given more concentrated thought 
to the subject than Leon Télstoi, who, in 
his little book entitled ‘“‘What Is Art,’ 
acknowledges that in it he has epitomized 
the results of fifteen years study and 
rsearch upon that subject. 

With his ¢haracteristic power and sin- 
cerity he praises where he ig con- 
Vined and antagomizes where he doubts, 
reviewing the exponents of art, its 
schools and teachers. He begins with 
Baumgarten, the founder of esthotics, 
and gives his interpretation of the art- 
thought in its influences ag illustrated 
by the various sthools and disctples, ‘n- 
clusive of the great and later day Par. 
bizon school, the men of which—Millet 
Rousseau, Corob, Daubigny and Diaz— 
are said to have “tinted the entire art 
world of their time.’ 

After this profound investigation, his 
conclusion comes great and simple, and 
may be summed up in the few words— 
art is the herald of thc soul, the great- 
est factor in man’s universal civilization. 

Accepting it as such one cannot but 
rejoice at the existence of the kinder- 
garten of art in this section with Atlanta 
as the center, and the art loan exhibi- 
tion as the first step toward the estab- 
lishment of an art academy.

Mrs. Boyd Talks. 


The Atlanta association is fortunate in 
having as its president @ woman emi- 
nently qualified to lead in the movement, 
Mrs. Isaac Boyd, herself an artist, and a 
continued student of the fine arts. Mer 
talents and ability have met with na- 
tional recognition in her appointment by 
the jury of awards serving at various 
art exhibitions holding in New York, 
Chicago and Philadelphia, and at exhibi- 
tions’ of fine arts at the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition. 

In speaking of the forthcoming art 
loan exhibition in Atlanta and the pro- 
posed Academy of Art, Mrs. Boyd said 
yesterday: 

“Exhidvitions are worth a great deal toa 
community in the way of educating pub- 
lic taste and appreciation; but not half 
so much In a practical way as an art 
academy. This creates wealth for the 
state, as well as joy in the beautiful— 
both great assets in the sum of life. 

“No state has a greater store of ‘raw 
material’ than Georgia. It is one of the 
three great cotton producing states; it is 
the greatest turpentine and long-leaf pine 
producing state; its mines of gold and 
silver and marble and granite and coal 
and iron are wonderful; its orchards of 
fruits and meadows of grass are unsur- 
passed; its clays and beautiful woods 
make a marvelous sum of raw materials. 
In a wertain’ sense these have great 
values; but the whole work of civiliza- 
tion is to convert raw material into the 
finished and artistic product. The man 
who can take at $5 nugget of gold and 
transform it into great priced rare beauty 
by this génius alone adds enormously to 
the wealth and noble achievemenpt of his 
community. The artist who can.take our 


Georgia clay and transmute it into deli- 
cate porcelain is likewise worth incalcu- 
lable things to hig state. 


Value of Arts and Crafts. 

“This ig what an art academy and 
arts and crafts schoo] does,’ continued 
Mrs. Boyd. “It gives us our artistic 
workers in metals or wood carvers and 
sculptors, our designers in cotton and 
rugs and canpets. : 

“Our capable instructor of drawing® in 
the public schools hag. said that there 
are a hundred pupils’ and twenty-five 
teachers waiting and longing for abie 
instruction in art. 


teachérs, I can safely say that our sys- 


hardly worth the name. It jis a sort of 
copy bodk system, perfectly inadequate 
as a system of art, but how can it be 
remedied, since our teachers themselves 
have been denied the opportunity of bet- 
ter instructions? And how can the schoo] 
board or superintendent make it better 
when our teachers are furnished no 
means of adequate art instruction? 

“When Napoleon made drawing a com- 
pulsory and vital part of public educa- 
tion in France he laid the foundation for 
that marvelous manipulation of French 
genius in things artistic which has made 
it the wonder of the modern world. 

“Our exhibition here beging November 
28 and continues through December |2,” 
explained Mrs. Boyd in reference to the 
art han movement, “and we will have 
the same collection of pictures here that 
will be shown in the annual exhibition in 
Nashville in early November—pictures 
representing the highest achievetnent in 
art.” 

Mrs. Wajter Howard, the secretary of 
the association, is most enthusiastic in 
her opinions concerning the inevitable 
success of the exhbiton. “It wlll be a 
succegs from every standpont, I am 
sure,”’ she said yesterday. “At the art 
loan held in Nashville last year $2,500 
was realized. 

“We have not enough in our treasury 
at present to pay the necessary ex- 
penses of the exhibits, which makes it 
incumbent to secure a guarantee fund, 
hoping to pay back to the guarantors 
all they subscribe.

The Home of the Friendless receives 
multitudes of the neediest children from 
the chief of police, the babies of a day 
old and the little one whose father left it 
a perfect cripple in the woods to die, and 
every grade of need. These they fit into 
private homes as rapidly as they can. 
The Sheltering Arms of Atlanta repre- 
sents the many day nurseries where poor 
motherg can leave their babies during the 
day while they work, and sometimes have 
them kept for a month or more. They 
are doing one of the best of works, for 
they help to keep the mother and child 
together. 

The great Catholic institutions in 
Washington and Savannah are doing 
& very large work and constantly in- 
creasing their usefulness. The Masonic 
Home is beginning its usefulness, while 
Bethesda is the oldest in America. The 
Appleton Home at Macon and the Chat- 
bam Episcopal Home in Savannah are 
doing excellent work. Professor Means is 
leading the reformatory forces in Geor- 
gia and the negro orphanages in Atlgpta 
and Macon are said to be doing much 
good. 

Here is a poor crippled boy from Troup 
county, who, when found, could not walk 
but only drag his knees and feet behind 
bim in his pitiful effort to get about. 
The tops of his feet were covered with 
corns from dragging them. Truly it was 
a life boat which took him up and is 
having him treated by the best surgeons. 
His father was dead an dhis mother in 
the asylum. 

The old ‘“derelict’’ boats called the 
‘poor houses’. sometimes have fine boys 


[in them, but by their companionship turn 
out physical and moral wrecks, Many of 


the homes say ‘‘welcome”’ to these. 

There are pirate boats on the great seas 
today. wheer children are being trained 
to such immorality and crime that they 
will prey upon the lives and property 
and morals of the rising generation. 
These life boats save many such children. 

Years ago, a great man owned nearly 
five square aniles of Georgia's best land. 
His was a noble, grand, old vessel, seem- 
ingly fitted for any sea. but war and 
disaster have come and the great-grand- 
children have been taken from the cus- 
tody of negroes that they might not. go 
to the bottom o fthe sea. 

There are sometimes vessels whose pi- 
lots are insane and they are carrying 
their human freight to eternal ruin. 
Many, many children. of the insane have 
to be taken to these homes, for no one 
can adopt them and they must be cared 
for probably for many years.

tive of one of the Orphans’ homes: was 
asked to take her children. He told the 
poor creature that she could not take 
her baby and ttle boy with her. but

Her fingers 
failed again and again, and she groared 
so the hearers will never forget her 
words: “It is so hard.’’

ON THE COAST LINE AWARD 


SEPH M. BROWN, who was the 
arbitrator for the state in the Alt- 
lantic Coast Line arbitration, submits 
the folliwng extracts from the minority 
report as filled by him as regards the 
tangible property of the company, he 
contending for a larger amount than was 
agreed upon. Hig minority reports says: 
“The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company, in making the return to the 
comptroller genera] of its taxable values 
in Georgia, named the following figures: 
Franchise, $2,464,570; tangible property, 
$8,167,342; total, $10,651,912. 

“The comptroller general declined to 
accept the values as treturned, and in- 
stead, assessed the -following as the 
correct values: Franchise, $3,388,100: 
tangible property, $9,269,402: total, $12,- 
657,502. 

As the result of the hearing the follow- 
ing award was made by the board: 

Value of franchise $3,514,570 

Value of tangible prop 9,126,038

“IT concur in the findirg as to the fran- 
chise value, but I dissent from the find- 
ing as to the tangible value, for the fol- 
lowing reasons:

We were not assumed to 
know, and undoubtedly have no means 
of knowing, what value wll be placed 
upon the properties owned by the other 
railroad companies which have also peen 
referred to arbitration, each by a board 
named like this, to value that property 
and that alone. If the settlements of 
value by these separatc boards result in 
apparent inequality, it must be charged 
to the natural working of the law, not 
to the Intentions of the arbitrators.

Should he lose his temper while it is 
being discussed or evince a desire to 
play the snappy clam, {ft ts an unfai)- 
ing indication of fear of and fatal 
weakness in that past. 

If, for instance, a candidate elects 
to make negro. disfranchisement a 
leading plank in his platform, does not 
his previous public and official record 
concerning negro appointments be- 
come of paramount interest?

The Decline of Liquor Drinking. 

The report of the commissioner of. 
internal revenue for the fiscai: year 
which ended June 80 shows that the 
eonsumption of distilled spiriws for 
the twelve months was 116,143,732 
gallons, as against 116,848,372 gallons 
in the preceeding fiscal year, a de 
crease of 704,640 gallons. While this 
is not a radical decrease, it is re 
garded as significant of a tendency 
to drink less “strong drink” in the 
United States and more beverage 
containing a slight percentage of al- 
cohol or none at all. There has been 
no decrease in the use of spirits in 
the arts and sciences and the falling 
off in consumption must be wholly 
attributed to less distilled spirits 
drunk. 

In confirmation of the belief that 
Americans are becoming more and 
mroe a nation of beer drinkers, the 
report in question shows an increase 
of 39,000,000 gallons in the consump- 
tion of beer: This beer increase will 
account for but a smal] part of the 
whisky decrease, and the natural in- 
ference is that the American people 
are drinking less of alcoholic bever- 
ages of any kind. And this is proba- 
bly true. 

Some time ago the official statisti- 
clans of Great Britain made an an- 
nual report that snowed even a great- 
er falling off in the consumption of 
alcoholic beverages in the United 
Kingdom than in the United 
States, and this falling off has 
been steady in England for years. Of 
course, the analysts have been cast- 
ing about for a reason, and the rea- 
sons they give are various. The fa- 
vorite one igs that the hard times fol- 
lowing the Boer war compelled the 
British masses to spend less for 
drink. No such reason could apply 
in the United States, if we are to be 
lieve all we read about our unexam- 
pled prosperity, and that reason was 
not so apparent in England when the 
statisticians found that while the 
thirsty masses had radically cut their 
alcoholic drink expense account, they 
had at the same time radically in- 
creased their expenditures for -the 
dozen and one carbonated soft drinks 
that have become so popular the 
world over of recent years. 

Is not the reason, then, to be found 
right here? The people are gradual 
ly turning from the bar to the fizz 
fountain at the corner drug store. 
Chemical science and mechanical in- 
vention have made great advances of 
late in the application of carbonic 
acid gas to seductively flavored 
drinks, and very many people, partic- 
ularly of the younger generation, who 
would otherwise, perhaps, contract a 
taste for alcoholic beverages, find the 
morbid thirst for a drink other than 
water pretty well satisfied at the 
soda fountain and soft drink stands. 
The conviviality and sociability that 
Originally lies at the bottom of the 
drink habit is also satisfied in the 
enviroment of the milder beverage, 
and that environment, permitting the 
mingling of the sexes in the indul- 
gence of the liquid refreshment, is 
naturally more attractive to many 
young men than the saloon. 

The fact may not be s0 obvious 
now, for the soft drink craze is of 
comparatively recent development; 
but in a few more years it will proba- 
bly be universally recognized by sta- 
tistician and layman alike that the 
gradual but sure decline in the con- 
sumption of alcoholic beverages is 
largely attributable to the popularity 
among the masses of carbonated and 
kindred soft drinks. It is astonishing 
how the consumption of these drinks 
is increasing. 

This is a most interesting develop- 
ment, worthy of study by the sociol- 
ogists and temperance reformers. If 
the milder drinks that are gradually 
taking the place of the stronger ones 
are harmless in their ingredients, as 
is claimed by their bottiérs, the re- 
sult ought to be decidedly in the in- 
terest of public sobriety and moral 
ity.

Officer Vilians Stabbed While 
Making an Arrest 


Thousands of Negroes Guyed Police 
When Wounded Officer Was 
Placed in Ambulance—Trou- 
ble Was Expected—Ama- 
zon Cause of Stow. 


While attempting to arrest a negro 
woman who was furiously resisting Pa- 
trolman R. J. Williams was stabbed in 
the dack last night at the corner of 
Decatur and Ivy streets by an unknown 
negro, who made his escape. 

Williams was taken to the Grady hos- 
pital, where it was ascertained that he 
had been stabbed in the left thigh, and, 
while the wound is a very painful one, 
it is not censidered dangerous, 

The stabbing of the officer was the 
aftermath of one of the most disor- 
derly Saturday nights ever witnessed on 
Decatur street, and it was followed by 
a demonstration on the part of two or 
three thousand negroes, which came 
near precipitating a serious clash be- 
tween the blacks and the officers of the 
law. 

Early in the afternoon the police saw 
that there was trouble ahead on Desa- 
tur street. Bad booze was flowing free- 
ly and more than a dozen drunken, 
turbulent negroes were locked up. Three 
of these had open knives in their pock- 
ets. ’ 


She Fought Like a Demon. 


Lula Martin, a negro woman almost a 
giant in size and strength, had a row 
with a negrm man opposite a saloon at 
the corner of Ivy and Decatur streets. 
Officer Williams went to the couple to 
place them under arrest. With an oath, 
the woman turned upon the officer and 
defied him to arrest her. At the same 
time she sprang upon, him and seized 
hold of his club. There was a struggle 
and the woman succeeded in getting the 
club. By this time hundreds of negroes 
had gathered about the scene. Williams 
drew a small Dillie, which he carried, 
and was in the act of using it on the 
woman who had his club, when a ne- 
gro man shipped up behind him in the 
crowd and plunged a knife into his hip. 
The blow was evidently aimed at the 
officer’s back, but his position caused the 
negro to miss his aim. 

Williams, when he found he was stab- 
bed, drew his pistol and this caused the 
crowd to break away from him. 

While the officer was being placed in 
an ambulance, two or three thousand 
negroes swarmed on the streets and it 
required a squad of half a dozen police- 
men to make them give enough room 
for the ambulance to stand. 

Several times the officers had to charge 
the crowd and push the negroes back 
with force.

One of Worst Crimes New

GIRL FOUGHT DESPERATELY 
BUT WAS CHONED TO DEATH 


Finding of Body in Clump of Bushes 
Revealed Crime Which Appears 
to Have Been Committed 
By Two Men—No Clue 
to Murderers. 


New York, September 16.—The finding 
today of the body of a handsome young 
woman about 25 years old, lying bruise 
and battered in a clump of bushes near 
the Pelham road, in the Bronx, revealed 
one of the worst crimes with which the 
police have had to deal in many years. 

An autopsy tonight showed that the 
woman had been criminally assaulted 
and choked to death. There was every 
indication that she had fought desper- 
ately. Her garments were torn almost 
to shreds. Tonight the body -rests in 
the Fordham morgue, while half a hun- 
dred detectives are endeavoring to estab- 
lish the victim’s indentity, and to find 
some clue to the murderers. 

The body had been dragged to the 
clump of bushes from a point some dis- 
tance away. Mrs. James Black, who 
owns the property, found the body while 
she was wandering about the place. 

Ordinarily the murder might have gone 
undiscovered for. many days, for the 
body as well concealed in the bushes ‘n 
a spot that is unfrequented. The girl 
was 5 feet 2 inches In height, of fair 
complexion, with brown hair and blue 
eyes. 

An.empty dress suit case was. found 
near the scene of the crime, But netther 
on this or any article of clothing was 
there the -slighest means of identity, The 
cause of death was given as suffocation 
and the autopsy physicians were of thé 
opinion tliat the Woman had been dead 
about twélve hours. Evidence points to 
the fact that at least two men were 
implicated in the. crime. 

That the woman was robbed ig not 
doubted, for nothing of value was left 
upon her person, while her finger show

FAVORS SEA LEVEL CANAL 
BUT WANTS IT OPEN SOOK 


‘“‘Utmost Practical Speed of Construc- 
tion” Declared to Be First Con- 
sideration by Roosevelt in 
Speaking to Consult- 
ing Engineers. 


Washington, September 1!6.—President 
Roosevelt is urging in the strongest 
terms the necessity for a plan for the 
construction of the Panama canal which 
may be accomplished in the shortest pos- 
sible time. 

In his recent remarks to the consulting 
board of engineers of the Panama cana! 
commission he said things regarded 
of the utmost importance in that connec- 
tion. His remarks have just been ‘trans- 
cribed and transmitted to the board here 
and General Davis, its chairman, has 
been authorized to make them _ gubiic. 
The president said: 

“What I am about to say must be 
considered tn the light of suggestion, not 
as direction. I have named you because, 
in my judgment you are especially fitted 
to serve as advisors in planning the 
greatest engineering work the world has 


yet seen, and I expect you to advise me, 
not what you think, I want to hear. but 
what you think I ought to hear. 

Sea Level Canal Favored. 

“There are two or three considerations 
which Y trust you will steadily keep 
before our minds in cOming to a con- 
clusion as to the proper type of canal. I 
hope that ultimately it will prove pos- 
sible to build a sea level canal—such a 
canal would undoubtedly be best tn the 
end if feasible, and I fee! that one of 
the chief advantages of the Panama 
route is that ultimately a sea level cana] 
will be «a possibility. But while paying 
due heed to the ideal perfectibility of 
the scheme from an engineering stand- 
point, remember the need of having a 
plan which glial] provide for the immedi- 
ate building of @ canal on the safest 
terms and in the shortest possible time. 
If to build sea level canal will but 
slightly increase the risk, then, of course, 
if is preferable. 

“But if to adopt the plan of a sea level 
means to incur hazard and brings on: 
delay, then it is not preferable. I¢ the 
advantages and disadvantages are close- 
ly balanced I expect you to say so Ir 
desire also to know’ whether if you 
recommend a high level multi-lock ca- 
nai, it will be possible after it is com- 
pleted to turn ft fnto or substitute for it 
in time a gea level canal without inter- 
rupting the traffic upon it. Two of the 
prime considerations to be kept steadily 
in mind are: 

“I. The utmost practicable speed of 
construction. 

“2. Practical certainty that the plan 
proposed will be feasible and that it can 


carried out with the minimum risk. 
| quantity of work and the amount 
of work should be minimized so far as 
poseibie.

By ar order signed by Judge John T. 
Pendleton, at his home last night, Mayor 
Woodward and each member of the At- 
lanta board of health are enjoined from 
further interference with the state quar- 
antine officers, in any manner whatever, 
until the further order of the court. 

When the petition from the state board’ 
of health, composed of President Willis 
F.. Westmoreland and others, based upon 
the occurrences at the Termina] station 
yesterday at noon, was presented to him 
last night by Attorney J. D. Kilpatrick, 
acting by direction of Governor Terrell 
in the place of the attorney general, 
Judge Pendleton promptly granted a tem- 
porary injunction which is sweeping in 
its terms, prohibiting further “interfer- 
ence of any kind with the state quar- 
antine, and set the case for hearing to- 
morrow afternoon at 3:30 o’clock. 

The injunction is directed against 
Mayor Woodward and the entire city 
board of health. composed of Charles F. 
Benson, J. N. Brawner, C. J. Vaughn, C. 
W. Strickler, B. Wolff, C. W. Mangum 
and Hugh T. Inman. 

Judge Pendleton’s Order. 

In Judge Pendleton’s order, after the 
usual] preliminaries requiring the defend- 
ants to show cause at the time set, there 
pis the following paragraph which states 
the injunction: : 

‘In the meantime and until the further 
hearing and order of this court, it is 
considered, ordered and adjudged that 
each of said defendants be and he is hete- 
by restrained as prayed for and is hereby 
restrained and enjoined from in any 
manner interfering with the enforcement 
of the rules and regulations of the state 
board of health and opposing any of the 
rules and regulations of the state board 
of health, and from inviting and at- 
tempting to come into or lodge in the 
city’ of Atlanta any persons whatever 
that may come from any territory what- 
ever declared by said stat@ boarg of 
health to be infected with yellow, fever 
or any ofher infectious or contagious 
diseases.”’ 

The petition on which the order of tn- 
junction is based cites the circutnstances 
of the trouble at the Termina! station on 
the arrival of the Atlanta and Went 
Point train at noon yesterday: It also 
calls attention to the fact that Mayor 
Woodward and members of the board of 
health have otherwise attempted to :in- 
terfere with the state quarantine, and 
states that the mayor has not only in- 
.vited repeatedly persons from the yellow 
fever districts to come to Atianta, but 
has even advised: violence should state 
quarantine inspectors interfere with them 
and promised them police protection when 
once taney were inside the city limits of 
Atlanta.

Negro Wanted to Enter His Horse in 
Race and a Serious Fight Be-

Germantown, Tenn., September 16.—A 


Clash between white 
| occurred here this afternoon, in which 


men and negroes 


Eugene Scott, a constable, was shot and 
stabDbed; a negro, named Smith, from 
Cordova, was killed; Robert Howard, of 
Georgetown, was cut about the head, 
and three or more negroes shot. The 
fight occurred at the Wolf River race 
track, midway between Germantown and 
Cordova. Fifty or more shots were ex- 
changed. The whites were finally driven 
off, bearing their wounded under a scat- 
tering fire from the negroes. 

The trouble arose over a race. A Ger- 
mantown negro wanted to enter his 
horse, and the Cordova negroes object- 
ed. A dispute followed. and Scott, who 
was standing near with other white 
men, who had gone to the track to look 
on, was called on to settie the dispute. 
Smith, of the Cordova crowd, who was 
using offensive language, was command- 
ed to keep his peace. He refused, and 
the constable, deputizing Howard, at- 
tempted to place the negro under arrest. 

Negro Drew Revolver. 

As they started toward Smith, he drew 
his revolver and began firing. Scott 
whipped out his pistol and replied. 
Twelve shotg were exchanged, Smith 
falling dead, and Scott going down three 
times, but coming up as often, until car- 
ried from the field. 

Howard and some of the other white 
men drew pistols and rushed to the as- 
sistance of Scott, and a dozen negroes 
from Cordova backed up Smith. At 
least half a hundred shots were fired. 
Some. of the negroes used their knives, 
stabbing Scott and Howard. Three ne- 
groes, besides Smith, were shot, and it 
is thought that six others were wounded. 

Scott was shot through the left lung. 
He was also badly cut wtih a knife 
about the head. His wounds are seri- 
ous. Howard was cut about the head, 
but not. sériougly. 

When ‘Scott fell the third time, Howard 
took him in his arms and carried him +o 
his buggy, which stood outside the race 
track. As he fled from the scene the 


The 
firing did not cease untl] Howard had 
driven out of sight, his assailants pur- 
suing and shooting as long as they had 
@ chance to see the target. 

Scott was taken to his home,’ east of 
Germantown. What became of the other 
white men who were. present is 
known.

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New Orleans, September !6.—The yel- 
low fever situation today showed IMttle 
Change. The people of New Orleans 
took a holiday and joined hands in mak- 
ing a brilliant success of the Diamond 
festival, arranged to help swell the fund 
for fighting yellow fever. 

A multitude gathered at Athletic park, 
where the festival was held. The feat- 
ure there was the singing of patriotic 
songs by Miss Blanchard and-800 school 
children. The festival was formally 
opened with a telegram to Mayor Behr- 
man from President Roosevelt, which was 
received with universal enthusiasm. The 
telegram said: : 

Roosevelt Sends Message. 

“I hereby open the Diamond festival] 
for the benefit of the yellow fever fund. 
I give utterance to the sentiment of ail 
the people of New Orleans and all Louis- 
lana, not only in this, but in all other 
efforts they are making with such high 
and generous courage to fight the plague 
from which they are suffering. The fed- 
eral authorities will do all that in 
thelr power lies to help in these efforts.” 
‘The small number of deaths is a source 
of much satisfaction, while the few 
number of new feci shows that the dis- 
ease is not spreading much. There were 
seven cases in Algiers and only two 
above canal street. 

Of the deaths, one occurred in the 
Charity hospital, and the other was in 
a nest of infection on Lazardi street. 
Acting Assistant Surgeon Moss and Act- 
ing Assistant Surgeon Davis are both on 
the sick list, and while not reported as 
yellow fever, it is believed that Dr.

CITY AND STATE 
CLASH AT DtPOl 


State. Officers Refused to Open 
Doors of Sleeper 


Car Was From New Orleans and City 
Officers Wished to Make Inspec- 
tion—Mayor Orders Road to 
Bring No More Locked 
Cars into City. 


Attempts on the part of city officials 
to cut in twain the palatial through train 
from New Orleans to New York just 
before it steamed out of the terminal 
station at noon yesterddY were the ex- 
citing outgrowth of the controversy be- 
tween the city and state boards of health. 

The incident was further enlivened by 
the smiling deflance of state health of- 
ficials, who stood coolly behind the 
locked doors of a Pullman sleeper; the 
humorous sallies of the imprisoned pas- 
ge - the hurrying to and fro of 
railroad officials; the arrest of two Pull- 
man conductors and the evident frame of 
mind of the city officials who were 
headed by Mayor Woodward. 

The culmination of the affair was a let- 


!ter from the executive head of the city 


to President Wickersham, of the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad, in which it was 
emphatically stated that hereafter no 
locked passenger cars, whether Pullman’s 
or day coaches, would be permitted with- 
in the corporate Mmits of the city of 
Atlanta. 

When the train, known to the raflroad 
world as No. 38 of the Atlanta and Weet 
Point, rolled into the terminal station 
yesterday morning it carried at its rear 
the elegant sleeping car “Pullman.” 
Within were a full quota of passengers, 
none of whom, it seems desired to atop 
in Atlanta. 

However, Dr. lL. C. Roughiin, an fmspec. 
tor acting under the directions of the 
city officials, stated to City Health Of- 
ficer Kennedy and Chief Jentzen, of the 
sanitary department, who met the train, 
that he had been denied admission to 
the sleeper. 

Communication by phone was had at 
once with the mayor and City Attorney 
Mayson, who reached the scene a very 
few minutes later. The entire party of 
city officials, who had been reinforced 
by Policeman Jett, made its way to the 
sleeper, which by that time had been 
transferred to the Southern railroad for 
transportation over its line to Washing- 
ton. 

Within the sleeping car, the doors of 
which. were securely locked, could be seen 
Frank Meador and Tom Lynch, of Atlan- 
ta, both of whom are state inspectors. 
They had taken charge of the car at the 
state line, and Conductor Kettner, of the 
sleeper, had been locked out of the car 
as well as Dr. Rouglin. 


State Officers Laughed. 
Orders were given to the conductor to 
id 


unlock the door, but he replied that he 
could not. Demands were then made 
by Chief Jentzen, Dr. Kennedy and others 
of the ctty officials that the state in- 
spectors open the car doors. The only 
reply was a tantalizing smile. 

In the meantime President. Wickersham, 
of the Atlanta and West Point, whose 
offices are in the terminal station, ap- 
peared on the scene. Likewise the sleep- 
ing car passengers, getting wind of what 
was in progress without, appeared at 
the car windows and gave vent to hu- 
morous remarks. None of them desired 
to alight, and they seemed inclined to 
poke fun at the city officials. 

President Wickersham remarked that 
the only apparent way to get into the 
car, aS both the railroad and the Pull- 
man employees were powerless, was to 
break open the door. That suggestion, 
however, did not meet with the indorse- 
ment of City Attorney Mayson and it 
was not adopted, although Chief Jentzen 
asserted his perfect willingness to de- 
molish all barriers. 

About that time the train began to 
ease forward and in an instant more was 
in motion, rolling toward the exit of the 
big shed. Mayor Woodward, calling to 
Chief Jentzen, shouted: 

“Quick, John! Quick! Cut that sleeper 
off!’’ 

The head of the sanitary department 


made a strenuous effort to do as he was 
bid, but not being skilled in such work 
he failed in detaching the car, which roll- 
ed along at the end of the moving train. 
The train was rung down, however, and 
the fire of conversation began again, 

At that juncture Colonel P. F. Brew- 
ster, of Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, ad- 
visory counsel for the Atlanta and West 
Point, appeared in the excited group. 
He was calm. 

When the facts were hurriedly laid he- 
fore him, he replied that the train should 
be sent on and the matter threshed out 
in the courts. And the train went on, 
carryin~ the inaccessigie sleeper with it 
and leaving the city officials in a frame 
of mind hardly describable. 

Mayor Takes Action, 

Mayor Woodward at once repaired to 
his office, and seating himself at his 
desk, penned the following communica- 
tion to President Wickersham: 

“atlanta, Ga., September 16, 1905 

“Mr. Charles A. Wicsersham, President 
ang General Manager Atlanta and West 
Point Railroad Company, Atlanta, G.— 
Der Sir: The city of Atlanta hereby 
notifies you that the board of health of 
the city of Atlanta claims jurisdiction 
within corporate limits, and has een 
denied entrance to sleepers and coaches 
of your train No. 38, same being Jocked, 
and admittance to inspectors refused, 

“Hereafter such sletpers and coaches 
go locked, and admittance to which is 
denied the inspectors of the board of 
health of the city of Atlanta for the p:ir- 
pose of inspection, will not be permitted 
to pass through the corporate limits, but 
must be carried around the city. This 
will not apply to mail cars, same can be 
transported through the city at will, or 
as you mtay desire, but this does apply 
to passenger coaches and sleeping cars. 
We do not care to interfere with the 
transportation of the United States mail, 
or engines drawing same, or crews n 
charge of same, but it does appiy t9 
passenger coaches and sleeping cars to 
which access is denied our inspectors, 


“Yours truly,

After receiving the letter President 
Wickersham stated that as between the 
city and state boards he had no choice. 
The sole object of the Atlanta and West 
Point, he said, was to obey the laws as 
accurately as possibie, even though in 
doing so it got decidedly the worst of 
it as a result of the controversy between 


the two contending sources of authority.

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JOHNSON ASKS GEORGIANS 
TO STAND BY ASSOCIATION 


L. JOHNSON, president of the 

Georgia division, Southern Cot- 

ton Association, has issued .a 
strong statement, urging the cotton grow- 
ers of Georgia to hold their cotton for the 
minimum price fixed by the association. 
He also appeals to unorganized counties 
to join the movement and not let it be 
said of them that they have reaped the 
benefits without doing their part of the 
work. 

The statement in full follows; 

“Atlanta, Ga, September 13, 1905.—To 
the People of Georgia: The two strongest 
feelings which are now all-absorbing with 
me, and I peldge you it is hard to say 
which is the strongest, are: 

“First. That the farmers of my state 
should lift themselves from the curse of 
debt, from the largest even unto the 
smallest. 

“Second. That Georgia should do her 
part from each and every standpoint in 
the great movement, and work under- 
taken by the Southern Cotton Associa- 
tion, 

“If finances be needed, let Georgia be 
the first to raise hers. Has she ever been 
second in anything looking to the south’s 
upbuilding and prosperity? Is she not 
the Empire State of the South? Then let 
her stand head and shoulders above her 
sisters in the great achievements which 
are now following so closely one after the 
other. Can she not blaze the way and 
hold the beacon light guiding her sisters 
with unerring certainty to the goal for 
which we labor, and must attain if we 
will but stand firm and do our whole 
duty. Again, if standing firm be needed, 
shall a Georgian fail? If keeping a peldge 
be required, shall it be said that a Geor- 
gian was untrue? 

“To particulariza, Rf the cotton growing 
states, in convention assembled, agree 
upon and fix a minimum price for cot- 
ton, should Georgia be the one untrue?

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BLOCK SYSTEM 
UN ThE W. & A 


Will Be Put In On Account 
of Lovisville and Nashville, 


Eleven Block Signal Stations Between 
Atlanta and Cartersville—New 
System Will Be in Operation 
By January 1—Wants 
to Move Depots. 


The block signal system will be put 
in operation on the Western and Atlantic 
railroad between Atlanta and Carters- 
ville, a distance of forty-two miles, by 
January | next. 

It was found necessary to install the 
block system on this part of the line be- 
cause the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road, which will begin to operate its 
traing into Atlanta the first og the year, 
will use the Western and Atlantic tracks 
from Cartersville into Atlanta. 

Between Atlanta and Cartersville there 
will be eleven block stations—Bolton, 
Vinings, Smyrna, Marietta, Elzabeth, 
twenty-six-mile post, Kennesaw, Ac- 
worth, thirty-nine-mile post Bartow- 
Emerson and Cartersville. ; 

At each block station will be two gide- 
tracks, One on each side of the main line. 
These sidetracks will each be one and a 
quarter miles in length and will extend 
beyond the block station a full] train 
length. This will not. only give two 
trains moving in opposite directions op- 
portunity to pull up to the block station 
for orders, but will at the same time 
leave the main line clear for passenger 
trains whenever necessary. It will prac- 
tically make the road between Atlanta 
and Cartersville a double track line. 

It ig said it will cost the lessees of 
the state road, the Nashville, Chattano- 
ga and St. Louis, sometaing like $100,000 
to instal] this block signal system. This 
together with the other extensive im- 
provements now being made _ will, of 
course, 
clusion of the lease contract. 

In order that the lessees mignt install 
this block system to better advantgae, 
they have applieu to the railroad com- 
mission for permission to. move two de- 
pots, those af Bartow-Emerson and at 
Smyrna, some 200 and 300 yards further 
south. Railroad Commissioners J. Pope 
Brown and Joseph M. Brown visited 
these stations on Friday last with a 
view to examining into conditions there. 
Commissioner Hill, who was engaged in 
tne Central of Georgia arbitration at that 
time, will also visit them this week. 

The commission will at its meeting on 
Friday next, September 22, reach a con- 
clusion as to just what it will permit 
the railroad to do in the mater of mov-

GUVERNURS ASK 
TOR CONFERENC 


Uniform System of Quarantine 
Will Be Discussed, 


Governor Terrell One of the Twelve 
Who Signed Call For a Meeting 
of Southern Representatives 
at Ohattanooga in 
November. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., September |6.—The 
formal call for a conference of southern 
representatives to be held in this city 
in November wae issued today, signed 
by twelve governors and the officials of 
the chamber of commerce of ten cities. 
The call, after reciting the prosperity 
and business growth of this section, its 
wonderful business and magnificent pyos- 
pect, says: 

“In the attempt that has been made 
by various cities, towns and communi- 
ties in the south to protect themselves 
from the dread ravages of the yellow 
fever, the. most gtrenuous and at times 
the most unreasonable, unnecessary and 
burdensome measures have been adopt- 
ed, measures that not only tended to 
cripple and destroy business and com- 
merce, but which reflected on the very 
instincts of our common humanity and 
became a reproach to civilization itself. 

“It is evident, therefore, that some 
uniform system of quarantine should be 
adopted that wil) allay the apprehensions 
of the people and minimize the dangers 
resulting from an outbreak of thig dis- 
ease. This ig necessary if we should 
save our land from the demoralizing 
and brutalzing tendencies of a panic in- 
spired quarantine. 

“Again, there are coming 
United States at the. present time a 
larger number of foreign immigrants 
than ever before in our country’s his- 
tory. Among these are great masses 
who are wholly undesirable and whom 
it will be impossible to assimilate with 
our institutions. There is apparently a 
desire or tendency to bring many of 
these undesirable immigrants into the 
south. 
Good Immigrants Wanted. 

“The south will welcome desirable 
immigrants from any and all lands, but 
it has already racial problems of such 
gravity that no others should be in- 
vited until proper safeguards are pro- 
vided in advance of their coming. 

“For the foregoing reasons, therefore, 
the undersigned, having only the inter- 
ests and welfare of the south at heart, 
hereby issue this, our call for a south- 
ern conference on immigration and quar- 
antine to be held in Chattanooga, Tenn., 
November 9 and 10, 1905, and we desig- 
nate the persons as those expected to 
compose and participate in this confer- 
ence: | 
“Governors of the southern states: 
members of congress; commissioners of 
agriculture; mayors of cities, one repre- 
sentative from national, state or city 
boards of health; one representative 
from each railroad ‘system, preferably 
the generaj immigration agent: fhe ea- 
itor, publisher or proprietor of newspa- 
pers, and not more than five represen- 
tatives from each commercial organiza- 
tion in the south. 

“All parties thus designated may con- 
sider themselves fully authorized under 
this call to aid in furthering its object, 
and are requested to cooperate with us 
in making the same what it should be 
for the south. ;

After an illness of nearly two years, 
Captain Cleveland Wilcoxon, brave sol- 
dier and prominent citizen of Atlanta, 
passed away yesterday afternoon at 1:45 
oclock at his residence in West End. 

While serving with his regiment, the 
Ninth infantry, in the Philippine islands 
about two years ago, Captain Wilcoxon 
was seriously wounded, and from this 
wound Ne never recovered. 

Several months ago, on account of his 
wound, Captain Wibcoxon was retired 
from the army, and since then he had 
been living at his home in West End. 
For severa] weeks past it has been known 
that Captain Wilcoxon was in a serious 
eondition.

Drought Decisive Response in 
Prices of Stocks, 


In the Active Stocks Advances 
nig From 13-8 to 45-8 Were 
Scored, Close Being Active . 
and Very Strong at 
Top Prices. 


New York, September !6.—There was a 
burst of animation with the closing deal- 
ings in stocks today, making the last 
prices, the highest of the week, and at 
considerable gains over last week’s olos- 
ing. Today's market was very dull until 
efter noon, and the appearance of the 
bank statement, and was similar to its 
predecessors of the week, in being large- 
ly professional in character. The under- 
tone was strong throughout, as confi- 
dence was strong that the banks would 
Manage to conserve their showing of a 
Surplus feserve by the shifting of loans 
to trust companies and other institutions, 
a3 was done last week. The appearance 
of the bank statement justified this con- 
fidence and was followed by the final 
Outburst of demand, which made the 
strong Closing. The loan reduction, while 
very heavy, was only about two-thirds 
@s large as the unparalleled contraction 
effected last week. The decline in cash 
reserves was up to the common expec- 
tations, Stock market comment shirted 
© the prospect of further gold imports 
next week a@ a relief trom the continued 
decline upon the bank reserves by the 
aub-treasury absorption and the move- 
ment of funds to the interior. Reports 
from London of demand for gold upon 
thet center from other sources were 
studied with interest as a bearing upon 
the chances of securing for New York 
the large shipments of gold now moving 
toward trade from South Africa and 
Australia. Of special imterest was the 
report that Paria was attempting to se- 
cure some pam of these expected ar- 
rivals. If trade becomes hard pressed to 
maintain her gold supply, it is expected 
that the demand from New York will 
be shifted from that center to Paris. 
The special strength of Canadian Pacific 
in the market was due to a report of an 
offer for the purchase of the company’s 
land holdings. Chesapeake and Ohio re- 
flected the strong showing of its annuail 
report. Some special demand continued 
for the Wabash issues.

Comment on Bank Statement, 

New York, September 16.—The New 
York Financier says: 

“Last week's and the previous week's 
official statement of the New York as- 
sociated banks were most remarkabie 
exhibits, for they illustrated the ability 
of managers of the larger banks to 
meet what.may be regarded as threaten- 
ing situationg in succh a manner as to 
avoid a crisis. In the week ending Sep- 
tember 9, and again last week, the 
heavy loss of cash due to sub-treasury 
operations and to the drain of money to 
the interior seemed to make it probable 
that the surplus reserves would be wiped 
out; The bank managers were equal to 
the emergency on the first occasion and 
the loans were contracted by an amount 
unprecedented in the history of the in- 
stitutions, and sufficient largely to con- 
tribute to a reduction in deposits and’ 
consequently in reserve requirements so 
that the decrease in the surplus was 
again threatened, the preliminary esti- 
mates indicating a ‘loss of cash even 
greater than i nthe previoug.week. The 
bank managers, through a heavy con- 
traction in loans, thereby reducing de- 
posits and reserve requirements, brought 
about an almost infinitessimal decrease 
in surplus and the statement again 
showed a good working balance. It would 
seem that there mwe#t have been more or 
less concerted action by the bank Man- 
agers on both these occasions to have 
contributed to these remarkable results, 
and if there was such action there ap- 

to be a possibility that in the fu- 
ure, when tense situations develop, sim- 
jlar concert may be relied upon to avert 
a crisis, The loans of tke banks were 
contracted last week by $20,861,600, 
making with the reduction in the pre- 
vious week $51,098,900 in the fortnight 
and $60,341,800 compared with the max- 
imum of the year, which was recorded 
on A st 6. The cash loss last week 
was $7,463,400, making $18,422,200 for 
the fortnight and $32,721,500: since Au- 
gust 5, Tife loss last week as in the pre- 
vious meek, was largely due to. sgub- 
treasury operations and to direct ship- 
ments of money to the interior. Thea g: 
eral deposits were reduced $29,069,400, 
making a total of -$70,234,5°0 for the 
fortnight and $103,391,700 since August 
5. Through last week’s decrease in gen- 
eral deposits, the reserve requirements 
diminished $7,267,350, which sum, de- 
ducted from hte loss of cash, left $196,- 
050 as the reduction in surplus reserve to 
$4,635,300. Computed upon the basis of 
deposits, less those of $8,556,900 public 
funds, the surplus is $6,774,525. The 
stateemnt made a good proof, the sum 
of the contraction in loans and hte loss 
of cash being only $744,400 smaller than 
the decrease in deposits. The daily ay. 
erage of barrk clearings during the week 
was 259,000,000, against 283,000,020 in 
the previous week. The clearings on 
Saturday frefiecting Friday's business. 
were $326,267,188. Comparisons of 
changes in loans by ‘individual banks 
show that thirteen insttiutions decreased 
this item by $18,750,000 nét, to which de. 
crease five contributed $17,666,000: nine 
— lost six and two-fifth millions net 
cash.”’

TYPHOID GERMS 
LURK IN COUNTRY 


Vany Vacationists Gentract- 
ed Disease While Seek- 
ing for Health. 


New. York, September 16.—Vacations 
spent in small farm houses, poorly ven- 
tilated, with bad drainage and contami- 
fated -water supplies, are declaréd by 
several leading physicians of this city to 
threaten an epidemic of typhoid fever 
during the autumn. The doctors declare 


that stringent measures may be neces- 
sary to prevent a great amount of sick- 


ness from these causes among persons 
who spent their vacation days in the 
country, supposedly enjoying a change of 
air and fresher food than ‘they get in the 
city. 

“In the matter of typhoid,” said one 
of the city’s best known practitioners 
last night, “it is agreed that sanitary 
administration has not kept pace with 
scientific progress. One reason for this 
is that the laws are defective. The 
health authorities have not the neces- 
sary power to enforce regulations and 
the people, as a rule, are not educated 
up to the ‘points. of obeying salutary 
statutes. 

“There is a law compelling physicians 
to report all cases of typhoid to the 
health department and there is also a 
statute to the same effect in the coun- 
ties of the state, but this is more hon- 
ored in he breath than in the observ- 
ance. 

“It is hard to prove directly that the 
disease has come from the particular dis- 
trict, yet every physician will testify 
that in certain districts. where typhod 
prevails the regulations are disregarded. 

“Any physician will tell you contami- 
nated water is the chief cause of the 
disease and that country districts, the 
sunken well and the old-fashioned cross 
pole generally in close proximity to the 
living quarters, produce that cause. 

‘Farmers, even 
posed, do not understand the require- 
ments of a large number of persons, be- 
cause they are accustomed to taking 
care of only a few. All such places 
that takes boarders should be required 
to have a license approved ky the neéaicu 
authorities showing that the place is 
sanitary and as free from fever as it is 
possible for any place to oe.
